1,700 LEFT DEAD

said after a plane trip to Santa Cruz 
that not a single honse was standing. 
He was sure the death toll would 
mount above 1,000 and he placed the 
total injured at 700. 

“T have never seen such a tragedy 
in all my life.” the secretary said. 
“Damages are incalculable. since the 
entire city—which had 3.4500 inhabit- 
ants—was wiped out. I lifted boards 
and planks and found corpses of chil- 
dren underneath. It was horrible. 

“Most of the victims were women 
and children, since the men were 
stronger and fought the waves more 
successfully.” 

Asked if the city would be rebuilt. 
he said: “I wouldn't recommend it.” 

Official advires before the hurricane 
were meager, according to Lieutenant 
Carrillo. milifary supervisor of Santa 
Cruz, who did his utmost to clear the 
place of people before the wall of 
water struck it. 

Wednesday midtight. the lentenant 
said, a fisherman came to him and 
declared: “Lieutenant. you may shoot 
me if I lie. but look at that sea. 
When the wind changes it is going 
to sweep in and flood Santa Cruz.” 

Clearing Residents. 

Carrillo immediately began clearing 
out residents of the city, threatening 
some of the laggards with his pistol. 
He probably saved the lives of several 
hundred before the storm struck. After 
the inundation he did his utmost to 
assist in the rescue work until finally 
he collapsed. The next thing he re- 
members he was riding on a plank 
which grounded, and on hands and 
knees -he crawled out of the water. 

When the refugee trains arrived to- 
day such great crowds gathered that 
police, soldiers and emergency assist- 
ants were hampered in their work.

Dr. Langmuir, Nobel Prize Winner, 


Chemistry Student Since Child 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Nov. 11. 
(P)—Dr. Irvin Langmuir, associate 
director of General Electric research 
laboratory, who was awarded the 
Nobel Prize in chemistry yesterday, 
has been a student of chemistry since 
he was seven years old. 

Under the tutelage of his brother, 
A. C. Langmuir, he began to study 
chemistry almost before he learned to 
read. When he was 11 years old, he 
had his own laboratory, and by the 
time he was ready to enter high school 
he knew more chemistry than the 
school course offered. 

From that time on he was in close 
tonch with the laboratory. first in the 
publie schools, then in France, later 
back in Brooklyn at Pratt Institute, 
then at Columbia and Gottengen. Ger- 
many, and finally as an instructor at 
Stevens Institute of Technology. He 
joined the research staff of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company in 1909. 

Honors are not a new thing for 
this modest scientist. who received 
word of the Nobel award yesterday 


as he sat quietly at his home here 
with his wife and two children. 

He holds the William H. Nichols’ 
gold medal of the American Chemical 
Society and is winner of the Popular 
Science Monthly $10,000 award and 
other honors. 

His associates also point with pride 
to his accomplishments as a mountain 
climber and his participation in win- 
ter sports, particularly skiing and ice 
skating. He has climbed the Swiss 
Alps and the Canadian Rockies and 
has explored all the interesting points 
in the Adirondacks and the Catskills.

FARM EXPERTS Hl 
HGH RAIL TAXES 


Outlook Conference Com- 
mittee Report Seeks To 
Improve Situation. 


Reduction of “excessive” railwa 
taxes and a “more liberal] attitude” 
in the part of the government toward 
consolidation on a broad scale was 
récommended in a report of a special 
committee at the concluding session 
of the southern outlook conference 
at the Henry Grady hotel Friday. 

County agents and home demonstra- 
tion workers, who have been in an- 
nual convention and sitting in on the 
sessions of the conference, also con- 
cluded their sessions after the former 
group had adopted a resolution look- 
ing to the refinancing of farm mort- 
gages, 

The transportation report to the 
conference, read for the special com- 
mittee appointed at last year’s meet- 
ing by D, E. Timmons, Florida farm 
extension specialist, took cognizance 
of the growth of the truck as a means 
of moving produce from the farm to 
the door of the consumer and detailed 
suggestions for action by governmental 
authorities or “which the railroads 
themselves may take toward reduc- 
tion of operating costs and fixed 
charges.” 

Changes Recommended. 


“Reduction of the excessive railway 
taxes which in 1931 amounted to 
$307,000,000 and took 37 per cent of 
the net railway operating income for 
taxes. ; 

“Repeal of the: ‘recapture clause’ of 
the transportation act of 1930 so as to 
permit the railroads to build up their 
surplus and reserves during the years 
of good earnings, 

“A more liberal attitude on the 
part of the government toward consoli- 
dation on a broad scale of the large 
number of separate railroads into 
smaller number of strong systems. 

“Relief from the heavy assessments 
for non-productive expenditures such 
as grade crossing elimination. These 
projects yield no additional revenue 
to the railroads and if they are con- 
sidered desirable or necessary for the 
yublic safety their cost might properiy 

e borne by the states and communl- 
ties which are directly benefitted. 

“Reducing the loss on passenger 
service by a further reduction in the 
number of high-speed luxury trains by 
all the competing lines. 

“Increasing the speed of the re- 
maining passenger trains and remov- 
ing the excess fares so as to regaip 
patronage being lost to busses and pri- 
vate automobiles. ; 

“Closing of numerous local stations. 
which may have been necessary in the 
days of dirt roads and the horse and 
buggy but now cause needless delay 
and expense in tfain operation. 

Abandonment of Lines. 


“Abandonment of unprofitable 
branch lines for the same _ reason. 
Where several railroads’ serve the 
same territory, some co-operative ar- 
rangement should be worked out for 
abandoning part of the branch mile- 
age. 
“Scrapping of obsolete rolling stock, 
notably locomotives, and its replace- 
ment with up-to-date equipment in 
order to reduce the present heavy re- 
pair and maintenance expenses. 

“Pooling of ownrship of private re- 
frigerator cars, tank cars, etc., and 
possibly of all cars, under a_ single 
corporation to be owned by the rail- 
roads jointly. Under such an arrange- 
ment, a smaller number of cars would 
be required for the railroads as a 
whole. 

“Repurchase of outstanding obliga- 
tions which are selling in the open 
market at heavy discounts, thereby re- 
ducing bonded indebtedness and inter- 
est charges, whenever such purchases 
can be financed without impairing the 
cash position of the company or weak- 
ening the position of other ontstanding 
obligations having a prior lien. 

“Our most recent investigations,” the 
committee report concluded, “have 
been along the line of determining the 
ratio of empty carriage to loaded car- 
riage in both truck, and rail and we 
find quite a variation in this ratio 
depending on the commodity to be 
hauled and, to a less degree, on the 
distance to be hauled.”

APPALACHIAN COALS 
APPEALS COURT RULING 


Judges Held That Organiza- 
tion Was Prohibited by 
Anti-Trust Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—()— 
The Appalachian Coals, Inc., and 137 
producers of bituminous coal in eight 
coal districts in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky filed in the su- 
preme court today an appeal from a 
three-judge federal court ruling that 
the organization and proposed opera- 
tion of the corporation was probibit- 
ed by Sherman anti-trust laws. 

The Se ey court found. that 
of the 484,786,000 tons of bituminous 
coal produced east of the Mississipyi 
river. 107,000,000 tons came from the 
Appalachian and immediate surround- 
ing territory, with the 137 defendants 
ar 58,000,000 tons of the lat- 
er. 

_ Agreeing that the coal industry was 
in a deplerable condition, with regu- 
latory authorities and those engaged 
in the industry attempting to find a 


remedy, the court held that until con-: 


gress amended the Sherman anti-trust 
law the agreement between the 137 
producers under which the corpora- 
tion was organized as a selling agency 
must be held illegal. 

The plight of those engaged, in the 
coal industry was entitled to the sym- 
pathy of all, the trial court suggested, 
adding it was required to enforce the 
laws as it found them, without power 
to repeal the acts of congress or over- 
rule decisions of the supreme court. 
Only congress, it pointed out, could 
authorize agreements such as those 
involved in the present case, which 
had the effect, it stated, of eliminating 
competition between parties to en- 
able them to fix prices, without any 
intention of monopolistic control.

Nine out of ten laymen, even those | 


who purport to be educated, think the 
high fever of lobar pneumonia (“lung 
fever’) is an unfavorable feature of 
the illness, and the crisis a perilous 
event, The physician knows that the 
fever, within ordinary limitations, is 
beneficent to the patient, and hails 
the crisis as a happy ending of a 
brave battle. : 

Likewise with sore throat. When a 
child gets acute sore throat with high 
fever, we may feel reasonably assured 
of the outcome of the illness, but if 
the child with the sore throat has only 
a little fever, thén there is reason for 
alarm. 


Certain drugs produce, as one of | 


their physiological actions, lowering of 
the body temperature, whether the 
temperature be normal, below normal 
or above normal. Old time physicians, 
having only crude conceptions of 
pathology (mature of disease) and 
therapeutics (science of treatment) 


| 


sometimes administered these drugs to | 


lower the temperature in cases 
fever, and in every instance decreas- 
ing the patient’s chance to win his 
battle. 

Not invariably, but as a general rule. 
we must regard fever as a natural 
method of cure. In explanation suf- 
fice to.mention that the increased heat 
within the body makes a less favor- 
able environment for the multiplica- 
tion of disease germs, and at the same 
time increases the rate of those chemi- 
cal or metabolic processes. concerned 
in the development of immunity. If 
this is too technical for you, just skip 
it. Instead let me assure you, that 
fever is a good thing for what ails 
you,

vague “toxic poison,” as the igno- 
ramus call it,: malaria is caused by 
inoculation of the blood with the 
germ of plasmodium, as it is scien-- 
tifically known. No matter whether 
the agency of inoculation is a mos- 
quito or a hypodermic needle. The 
bite of an infected anopheles mos- 
quito or a wee injection of a bit of 
blood from a person who has acute 
malaria, will produce the disease in 
a healthy person. Likewise it will 
produce the disease in a sick person. 
The inoculation of paresis and loco- 
motor ataxia patients with malaria 
has been practiced in a great many 
cases in recent years, and where the 
chronic disease process is still pro- 
gressive, that is, the germs or virus 
this malaria inoculation 
often brings about a vast change for 
the better. Of course it is futile to 
expect any great improvement if the 
original syphilis has practically 
burned itself out and left only broken 
down or degenerated organs and tis- 
sues.

iliness.)

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—/)— 
Eleanor Roosevelt gazed out of a 
Pullman car window at the Hudson 
river, slate gray in the slanting rain. 

“The war,” she said, “was my 
emancipation and my education.” 

She was silent for a moment, then 
continued : 

“IT had an odd sort of childhood, 
really. My mother died when I was 
8, and my father when I was 10. My 
brother and I were brought up by our 
grandmother—our mother’s mother 

“She was strict and extremely con- 
ventional. And yet when | was 15 
[ was sent to school in England, 
where I was given moré liberty than 
I would ever have dreamed of giving 
my own daughter, Anna. 

“The head of the school was an 
elderly Frerchwoman who believed 
that the English and Americans in 
her school should have much more 
freedom than she granted to the 
French girls. 

“During holidays she used to take 
me traveling with her and would let 
me go and come pretty much as 1 
pleased. I went all over Paris alone, 
and Florence and other places. Waen 
I was 16 another girl and I went on 
Christmas eve to the rag market in 
Rome, all by ourselves. 

“Nothing ever happened to me. 1 
don’t suppose [I was ever really in 
any danger. I was a very plain 


child. 
Wanted to Know Life. 

“That was my first taste of free- 
dom. Not that 1 was at all rebellious. 
As a matter of fact never ques- 
tioned my grandmother's ideas. They 
were of my time and my environ- 
ment. But it did arouse my interest. 
I wanted to know people—all kinds 
of people. 

“The next glimpse came the winter 
before I was married. I had made 
my, debut, acquiring a lasting dis- 
taste for formal society. Somebody 
told me about a_ settlement house 
down on Rivington street. I used 
to go down there and amuse the chil- 
dren and teach them calisthenics. 

“Then I was married, and for the 
next 10 years it never occurred to me 
to do anything outside my own home. 
My children were born—six in 1 
years. I had the same traiued nurse 
with them all, and from ber I learned 
that work could be fun. I still love 
to make a bed,

“Then we went into the war; In- 
stead of making calls, I found myself 
spending three days a week in a can- 
teen down in the railroad yards, one 
afternoon a week distributing free 
wool for the Navy League, two days 
a week visiting the Naval hospital, 
and contributing whatever time 1 had 
left to the navy Red Cross and the 
Navy Relief Society. 

“T loved it. I simply. ate it up. 
When Franklin went over on the de- 
stroyer in 1918, I sent the children to 
their grandmother in Hyde Park and 
spent the summer in Washington, liv- 
ing alone in the house with one serv- 
ant and going every day to the ecan- 
teen. 

After that—well. you can see what 
would happen, can’t you? When we 
first came back to New York in 1921, 
I was pretty restless. I just had to 
do something. I studied cooking, and 
I went to business school—I can’t do 
much on a typewriter, but I do use 
all my fingers. 

Husband Becomes Ill. 

“Franklin’s illness came along. I 
dropped things for a time. He was 
in a hospital that first winter, and I 
used to go there every day and take 
care of him while the nurse took her 
afternoon off. He was grand about 
his illness, you know. In fact. never 
once have I heard him say that what 
to him was hard. or dis- 
agreeable, or out of the ordinary. 

“L found other things to do—things 
that I loved. The twe youngest boys 
had not yet learned to swim. It 
looked as though their father might 
never be able to teach them. So I 
went to the Y. W. C. A. and learned 
to swim so I could teach them. And 
I loved it. 

“Presently he began to get better, 
and I had more free time. I got into 
the League of Women Voters—I who 
had never really had any. convictions 
at all when woman suffrage was an is- 
sue. And then I became interested in 
politics. The rest—I think you know.” 

The wife of the president-elect of 
the United States smiled and picked 
up a book. 

“I think I had better get to work 
on next Monday's history.” she said. 
“If the teacher is not well prepared, 
you’ know, the children very quickly 
catch on.”

Bank Statements 


Bank clearings at 47 leading cities 
of the United States for the week end- 
ing November 9, a_ holiday week, 
totuled $3,606,934,000. This is a de- 
cline of 16.4 per cent from the pre- 
vious week and of 34.4 per cent from 
a year ago. The heavy drop from 
last week is mainly due to the elec- 
tion day holiday. Outside of New 
York city the decrease was 11.6 per 
cent as against a seasonal drop for 
this period of only 3 per cent. — 

The adjusted bank clearings index, 
; compiled by Bradstreet’s Weekly, 
accordingly fell from 42.6 to 38.8 per 
eent of the 1928-30 average. This 
compares with 53.2 for the same week 
of last year. 

All sections of the country shared 
in the decline, the mountain and mid- 
dle Atlantic cities showing the great- 
cst loss. The south. central .section 
showed a drop of only 4.8 per cent.

sonnel and through the further cementing of loyalty of employes to 
one another and to the company. 


Of course, the detail of carrying out these suggestions was in the 
hands of the management, but the original suggestions for all these 
savings were from ourselves.

held as a backlog for future development purposes. 


Our original investment in this company was made at the invi- 
tation of W. A. Harriman, former chairman of its board of directors, 
who promised us three members on a board of 35 directors. At the 
annual meeting held on June 2, 1932, when our three representatives, 
Mr. E. L. Cord, Mr. L. B. Manning, and Mr. Lyndol L. Young, were 
elected to the board; Mr. Harriman publicly announced that he had 
invited us into this company believing our experience in the manufac- 
facturing and transportation business qualified us to furnish to your 
company something which the existing management lacked, and which 
would be of unquestionable value to the company. We quickly ascer- 
tained, however, that our recommendations were being sidetracked, that 
too many careers were at stake in an organization infested with politics, 
and that the most important decisions regarding the company’s busi- 
ness were being made in secret meetings of the reigning clique, instead 
of being openly arrived at in meetings of the executive committee and 
the board, and in general the present management was more interested 
in perpetuating its own power, and trading in the stock market, and 
retaining control of the company, than it was in making the air trans- 
portation business, which is the primary business of the company, 
successful. 


After innumerable conferences and delays, followed by subter-

past three years, that, as previously stated, has already lost your com- 


pany $38,000,000. 


Temporarily, this scheme has been halted by our injunction suit, 
but in order to permanently safeguard your interests, it is necessary 
that we have your proxy in order that the control of the directors may 
be changed, and the management of your company placed in capable 
and efficient hands with a record of progress and constructive achieve- 


ment behind it. 


Whether you realize it or not, after your company was originally 
formed, the by-laws were so changed as to allow for the setting up 
of a classified board, serving for one, two, and three years. As it now 
stands, only one-third of the company’s directors are elected annually. 
We feel that this is a vicious set-up to perpetuate the control of the 
company and allow a few to continue to control without appreciable 
stock ownership. It is strongly believed that stockholders in all com- 
panies should have the right to elect all of its directors annually, and 
your proxy to this special meeting, which has been called, will be 
used, among other things, to amend the by-laws of the company in 
such a way as to bring about annual election of its directors. 


We solicit your proxy in order to assure the following: 


1. Economical and efficient conduct of the company’s 
affairs and business. 
2. The reduction of operating expenses and the increase of 


revenues wherever possible to end that this business may be 
placed upon a profitable basis and its stock made a profitable 


investment to you who own it. 


3. The purchase of all supplies and equipment upon a truly 
competitive basis, with no purchases from companies in which 
we, or any interlocking directorate are interested, unless by 
proven tests they can furnish a better product for the job at the 


lowest price. 


4. A constantly improved service to the public. 


5. Elimination of the present bureaucracy and a square 
deal for all employes, with an opportunity for advancement 
based upon merit alone. 


Do not be misled by other requests for proxies which you will no 
doubt receive. Regardless of whether or not you have signed any 
previous proxies, if you believe in the above policies it will be to your 
advantage to sign the proxy which we have mailed to the stockholders 


of record.
